ordered to proceed to Peking

Tien Tsin immediately, according to 
dispatches today.

Desultory shooting by the muti- 
neers continued throughout the night, 
and at this hour occasional shots con- 
tinue to be heard, most of them in 
the distance. 


The electric li&hts throughout the 


city were extinguished during the 
night a'nd the streets were .deserted. 


The old style troops and police, are 


guarding the city. They are not do- 
ing patrol duty, but lie in wait at 
various points for looters. 
The mut- 


ineers who remained in Peking after 
the first outbreak are being detained 
in barracks. 


General Li Yuang Heng, command- 


er of the republican troops at Nan- 
king, who is interfering effectively 
with the Nanking government's or- 
ders, has telegraphed the republican 
delegates in Peking not to insist on 
Yuan Shi Kai proceeding to Nank- 
ing. 
" \ 


Yuan Shi Kai has telegraphed the 


officers at Pao Ting Fu, situated 70 
miles southwest of Peking, to arrest 
or kill all the mutineers who went 
there by train from Peking. 


None of the troops except theCMan- 


chus are to be depended on, and they 
evidently care only to defend the im- 
perial and forbidden cities. 


Ten looters captured in the act of 


carrying off property last night were 
executed on the spot by loyal sol- 
diers, several relslments of whom are 
patrolling ttoe streets. 


The number of the casualties that 


have occurred among . the civilians 
and the soldiers is believed to have 
been more than 200.

A serious recurrence of the disor- 


ders occurred this morning at nine 
o'clock, when a. detachment of artil- 
lery, headed by a band of mutineets, 
marched to the home of the duke of 
Kue Hisang, father of the dowager 
empress. They tore down the gate?; 
looted the property and burned a por- 
tion of the 
palace.

night the soldiery engaged in looting 
but this morning are fighting muti- 
neers in the outskirts. 
Any prison- 


ers taken are summarily dealt with 
and beheaded. Headless bodies are 
lying in all the streets. All the street 
shops have been looted and may set 
on fire. Civilians have armed them- 
selves and barricaded their propeity. 
Barricades have also been erected ia 
the streets for defense. 
The muti- 


neers left for Pao Ting Fu yester- 
day. 
They looted part of the town 


and burned a number of houses. A 
large number were arrested. 


Peking, -March 2.—Mutinous sol- 


diers last night pillaged and burned 
the extreme northern and western 
sections of the city which escaped in 
former orgies. 


Advices from Paoting Fu state that 


the Sixth Division is out of hand. The 
soldiers are following the example of 
those in Peking. 
Similar conditions are reported in 


the vicinity of Tien Tsin. The muti- 
neers are threatening to attack that 
city. 
These outbreaks are directly due to 


the recalcitrancy of the Nankin poli- 
ticians in insisting that Yuan Shi Kai 
must take the oath of office there, 
thus delaying the formation of a re- 
sponsible government. 


The basic cause of the mutiny was 


a report that Yuan would leave for 
the South. The soldiers, expecting a 
disbandment or dispersal 
of their 


commands decided to loot the city. 


The attitude of the Nanking lead- 


ers cannot be attributed to any other 
reason than the desire of the South- 
ern politicians 
to save their own 


faces. Their quibbling has endanger- 
ed the structure of the republic. 


The sensational developments ol 


the last two days serve to emphasize 
the deplorable weakness of the pow- 
ers in dealing with the situation here 
Their policy throughout 
has 
been 


based on the one hand, on the feai 
of offending the tender sensibilities 
of a few irresponsibles among the 
revolutionaries and on the other by 
mutual jealousies. 


As far back as November, if the 


Powers had permitted the foreign 
bankers to make the desired loans to 
Yuan, a settlement insuring a stabl 
government satisfactory to all the

saw Roy Spickler and Earl -.ouse on 
a street car with a suspicious looking; 
bundle. 
The boys were allowed to 


leave the car without molestation, 
with the hope that they would cache 
the bundle in a hiding 
place that 


would reveal a large quantity of the 
other stuff. 
They did, but 
the 


"cache" could not be located. • 


Last night Capt. Swank got a clue 


which led him to believe that there 
was a trap door in the front room of 
the Spickler home. With Officer Stof- 
fer he went to the house and found 
the clue to be straight. 


The officers turned back the rug in 


front of the fire place and this re- 
vealed a nice job of carpeifter work 
in the construction of the trap door. 


Beneath the floor the officers dis- 


covered a. large quantity of Red Band 
tobacco, snuff, oleomargarine and a 
package containing a suit of clothes 
The package was the same as that 


Carried by Spickler and Rouse last 
Wednesday. 


The tobacco and snilff was,iden- 


. if led as that being stolen from the 
Pennsylvania company early in Feb- 
ruary. It was a part of a shipment 
from Fleek & Neal of this city to 
dealers in Port Washington and TJh- 
nohsville. 


The clothing was a part of a con- 


signment addressed to J. G. Spyrus of 
Wellston, O , and according to the 
confession of Spickler and 
Rouse, 


this was stolen from a Hocking Val- 
ley freight car at a point south of Co- 
lumbus last Tuesday night. 


The men rode a freight to Colum- 


bus Tuesday afternoon and boarded 
the southbound Hocking Valley train. 
When this train stopped at a point 
south of Columbus, the boys found 
a car which tney claim was partly 
opened and entered it. 


In the car -were a number of boxes 


with the lids off. These boxes con- 
tained clothing 
and Spickler and 


Rouse helped themselves. 
Spickler 


brought back a suit of clothing and 
this bundle was hidden near Union 
street under a railroad bridge where 
the boys returned on Wednesday af- 
ternoon to get the package 


The search Thursday night at the 


Spickler home failed to unearth the 
package though the officers found 
evidence of its presence in the house 
in the nature of wrapping which Pa-

THE ADVOCATE'S SATURDAY EVENING SERMON 


By REV. L15W1S l>. FRANKLIN, RECTOR OP TRINITY CHURCH. 


I. Cor. 9:24-25 — Know ye not 


that they which run in a race, run 
all, but one receiveth the prize? So 
run that ye may obtain. And every 
man that strlveth,for the mastery is 
temperate in all things. Now they do 
it to obtain a corruptible crown; bat 
we an incorruptible. 
It was a wonderful 
sight which 


greeted the eyes of St. Paul when ne 
•was an attendant at the Isthmian 
games. 
The vast multitudes of peo- 


ple who thronged them; the sturdy 
•athletes from far and near, all claim- 
ing to compete; the crowd of spec- 
tators who once contended and knew 
the difficulties of the race formed a 
picture that was mighty and 
pro- 


found. 


As his eye passed over the> stu- 


pendous spectacle his mind saw the 
race course of the world. "Upon it, 
every human being born into 
the 


world became a competitor. He strug- 
gled at first for physical life. Dangers 
beset him on all sides. Disease lurked 
around every corner. If he was num- 
bered among the fittest, he survived. 
Otherwise he dropped out of the race 
early. 


As this life develops toward 
ma- 


turity, it is compelled by the laws of 
its being to become a competitor for 
a prize. There is no choice in the, 
matter. The man who seeks to 
evade the contest is as. great if not 
a greater failure than the one who 
enters and fails. The man who wraps 
his talent in a napkin and buries it, 
is as cursed as the one who puts it 
to a bad use. 
It is the law of his 
being to be a competitor upon 
race course of the world. 


But St. Paul saw that in the con- 
tests upon the world's race course 
there were two prizes to be striven 
for—the one temporal, the 
other 
eternal; 
one corruptible, the other 


incorruptible; one that fadeth away, 
the other that fadeth not away. 


Let us consider first those who 
strive for the temporal crown. It is 
the prize which the world offers to 
those who serve it. 
It may be the 


prize 'Of gold. For it men have dared 
unknown dangers and endured 
un- 
told privations. 
Or it .may be 
the 
prize of social prominence, for which 
men and women have from time im- 
memorial schemed and planned. 
Or 


it may be the prize of worldly honor 
for which men and women have been 
known to sacrifice their 
own flesh 
and blood. But many are the crowns 
-which the world dangles before the 
eyes of men. 
How commendable are the virtues 


which they display in their efforts _to 


AT THE 


CHURCH] 


attain the worldly reward! There is 
tlie intense earnestness of the . run- 
neis. Their eye is fixed on the goal 
and blazes with 
determination 
to 


gain it. 
Every taculty is strained. 


All else is regarded 
as 
secondary. 


Difficulties are confronted and sur- 
mounted. 
Heroic courage and 
un- 


wearying endurance are displayed. 
Is the prize one of material pros- 


perity? Consider with what earnest- 
ness the contestant struggles for it. 
The man of b'usiness must push with 
unabated 
energy the sale of his 


goods. Every department must re- 
ceive his most active effort. 
The gold seeker 
typifies most 


clearly the class that places 
wealth 
as the most desirable crown. Dangers 
have no terrors for him. 
Traveling 


known trails, enduring unspeaka- 


ble hardships, 
experiencing 
bitter 


jrivations, he presses 
eagerly 
on- 


ward for the i^rlze of gold. Self sac- 
•ifice and self denials which would 
make him a saint if actuated by the 
•ight motive are his common lot. 


Or social prominence may be the 
aurel wreath which one strives to 
wear. 
At the social shrine its de- 
votee pays the most assiduous hom- 
age. 
The strength of the body and 


;he limits of the purse are taxed 
tar beyond their powers. 
Seeking 


social prominence is one' of the 
curses of our American life today. It 
has ruined many a home and laid 
many a soul in the dust. 
Or it may be for worldly honor 


that you enter the lists. To hold of- 
fice somewhere or in something. To 
be looked up to as one of position 
and influence. 
It 


which many strive. 


is a crown 
for 


Time and ingen- 


uity, machination and often the bar- 
ter of personal honor and integrity, 
all manifest the intense eardestness 
with which .men seek this prize. 
What -intensity of purpose, 
what 
perseverance, what self denial, what 
courage and ..endurance, what sacri- 
fice are shown 
by those 
who are 
striving to win the world's reward! 


And .yet it is all for a crown that 
is temporal; that 
like the 
pineel 


wreath of old, soon becomes, dead 
leaves. 
The .time inevitably 
come: 
when each contestant nlust lay aside 
all laurels won iipon the 
world's 


race course. 
The eyes are closed, 
the hands gently folded across the 
breast and the runner no more re- 
sponds to the world's call. The race 
is still on, but 
not for 
him. 
His 


winnings? . They are in the hands o; 
others 
The prize has slipped out of 
his hands. 
For 
him the 
worldlv 


crown has faded away. 
But along this race course St. Paul

For the most part, we see 
him 


sauntering along the course as if he 
had no goal. 
He appears ready and 


willing to stop and to attend to any- 
thing that presents itself before at- 
tending to the ra^e in hand. 
Relig- 


ion must not interfere with his busi- 
ness, his social duties, his family re- 
sponsibilities — his pleasures. Com- 
mercial obligation? Tr>"=*- 
*><> looked 


into before he attends church. If the 
week has been especially hard in the 
tasks performed, then the tired body 
must be recuperated 
and 
regaled 


with the "Sunday newspaper. The 
race for the imperishable prize may 
wait. It is not for him to wait up- 
on^ the Lord, but for the Lord 
to 
wait upon him. The Christian race 
is to him like a coat. 
He will get 


into it if he feels like it. 


So the 
Christian 
athlete rests 


whenever tired,. often giving up en- 
tirely for a time the race. Upon 
mere pretext which would, never be 
urged for a moment in any other 
walk of life, he stops running 
Training is irksome and unnecessary 
Too frequently he incapacitates him- 
self for any serious effort by self-in- 
dulgence. 


And the prize offered? 
Why, the
